As balloting in the speakership deadlock continued, the 


division of votes was much the same as during the four 
futile ballots taken yesterday. 
There were many rumors ot 


a compromise but the insurgent leaders met all inquiries by a 
declaration that they were as far as ever from surrendering. 


Sneaker Gillett, the Republican choice, and Representa- 


tive Garrett, of Tennessee endorsed by the Democrats, were 
almost on an equality in today's voting and the total for 
each remained about ten short of the majority necessary to 
elect 
The bulk of the insurgent strength was cast, as on 


yesterday, for Representative Cooper, of Wisconsin.

"It would be cowardly in me to 


evade the duty resting upon me and 
to shift the responsibility of deciding 
this important Question to 
another 


tribunal. 


"Our horror and indignation aris- 


ing from the commission of a most 
atrocious crime should not prevent 
judgment, but this leeal ouestion of 
'he admissibility of the alleged con- 
fession of the accused should be calmi 
ly considered and decided with con- 
science as our monitor and the law 
as our guide. 


"As the jury in this case has been 


locked up several days and is still in 
the custody of the sergeant, it is im- 
portant that 
T should 
decide this 


question at once. 
I have no t'~>-\ 


however, to review the 
autho "tic-s 


cited nor can I make even brief sum- 
mary of the voluminous 
evidence 


which has been taken by the steno- 
grapher. 


"The bill of rights, which is now 


a part of the constitution, provides as 
follows: 'Nor shall any man be com- 
pelled in any criminal proceeding to 
give evidence against himself.' 
* 


"But it also a law of this com- 


monwealth that the voluntary con- 
fessions or admissions of any person 
accused of crime may be used in evi- 
dence against him. 


"The evidence of the police officers 


as to the manner and methods bT 
which the alleged confession of tho 
accused -was obtained reads like a 
chaptT from the history of the in- 
quisition of the middle ages. 


"I do not see how any one with 


an unbiased mind can hear or read 
that evidence without coming to tha 
conclusion that the accused was com- 
pelled by mental torture and physi-

evidence 


against himself and that the alleged 
confession was not a voluntary con* 
fession within the meaning of th* 
Jaw. 


"I, therefore, decide that the al- 


leged confession is inadmissible as 
evidence acaintt the 'accused.

Beneath the picture one found 
the words: "Candidate for vice-pres- 
idency pins faith to President Cool- 
irtge. " Carl Chapin Countryman, .who 
hopes to run on the same ticket a- 
the President." 
It may be the President is unaware 


of the honor that has been conferred 
upon him, incident to the asp'ration 
of Mr. Countryman, now understood 
to be a rseident of Xew Tork. ilr 
Countrjman ib very well known i 
Stoneville and the surrounding- coun- 
try. 
He served there for a time in 


the dual role of school teacher and 
keeper of the peace. For some tinu 
Countryman, who went to North Caro- 
lina from Ohio, carried guns wit' 
him to school, and 
kept • revolver 


handy while teaching the young idea 
how to shoot. 
"Countryman borrowed money from 


banks at Stoneville and Leaksv lie 
giving liberty bonds as security. When 


the notes fell due Countryman gave 
checks in payment wnlch the banks 
said were not honored, and he Bhort- 
1" thereafter left for parts unknown. 
He was followed by detectives to Eng- 
land, to Mexico, and to Texas and 
finally located in Xew York and taken 
back to North Carolina. He was ac- 
quitted in Rocklng-ham county of th 
charge of securing- his notes and lib- 
erty bonds from the bank by fraud 
and his attorneys subsequently aided 
him in making1 things right with th- 
banks by securing money from rela- 
tives of the man to pay the bank n 
Leaksvi'le, while he signed over to the 
Stoneville bank his rights to the lib- 
erty bonds given that bnak as secuc- 
ity," and which he claimed the bank 
had yet. 
"The treasury department was ask- 


ed to issue a new bo'nd 'for the one 
which, disappeared, but a short time 
ago. 
Countryman requested the de- 


partment to withhold the bond from 
the Stoneville bank, claiming to have 
signed away his rights to the bond 
under duress, and while in charge of 
the sheriff. 
"It is suspected that this bond mat- 
ter is the thing that brought Coun- 
tryman to "Washington, and that the 
idea of running for the vice-presi- 
dency was an afterthought.

•writer had been suppressed in the 
puritan period of five years ago. 
"This new nover is a knockout", 


said the publishers' agent. 
"Every 


copy of the first edition will be worth 
550 before nightfall of the day it is 
issued." 
$ 


The clean books league denied that 


it as attempting to 'set up any sort of 
censorship over the publishers. It is 
not proposing in any of its planned 
legislation that there shall be a pre- 
judging of manuscripts before pub- 
lication. It admits the right of every 
man to publish his sentiments on all 
dubjects, but It insists that every man 
shall answer to the people for any 
abuse of that right. 
There is in- 


tended no abridgment of free thought 
or free speech, it is claimed, but 
these safeguards of political and re- 
ligious liberty do not carry with them 
the privilege for a book to come into 
the family circle with a written ob- 
scenity which if spoken \vould bring 
quick rebuke to the offender. 


As with the theatre, the leaders of 


the movement for cleaner books are 
afraid to publish the names of the 
novels, and o.ther works which they 
regard* as- transgressing-the-ordinary 
decencies. 
They fear that this pub- 


iclty would be used to increase the 
sales of the salacious books. 
As a 


matter of fact they claim that where 
attempts to suppress a novel thru 
court proceedings in the past have 
failed, the publishers of the 'books 
have been quick to take advantage of 
the legal proceedings to advertize the 
complained 
of 
qualities 
of 
their 
wares. The laws of literature in this 
state," as in most others, are very 
loose and it has been virtually im- 
possible to suppress for long any 
work of any writer. 


But extracts of some of the viler 


chapters in various books have been 
prepared anonymously for distribu- 
tion in the work of bringing support 
to the Clean Books League. 
It is 


claimed that recently there has been 
no limit to which the writers of the 
modern book would go. If further is 
claimed that this sort of "literature1' 
is corrupting to the youth of the 
country, giving both boys and girls. 
a blaze cynicism" wh'ich is largely re- 
sponsible for the wave' of immorality 
among- the younger generation which 
it is asserted both medical and po- 
lice statistics will show to have pene- 
trated to every section of the coun- 
try. 
Xot the big cities alone are held 


up to the mirror of this new im- 
morality. 
The smaller communities 


have been eqtially affected. 
And the 


new school novel, with its loose mor- 
ality, is held to be largely to blame 


The producers of plays have con- 


tended that they have merely have 
been following "The netv thought" 
among the writers and any move 
against them should strike higher up 
at the authors and playwrights. The 
Clean Book League believes there Is 
much to be said for the theatrical 
men in this connection and so the 
League, backed by Bishop Manning 
of the Episcopal diocese and many 
other church men, has undertaken a 
vigorous campaign in that direction. 
They, are hoping; »,for moral, eupport 
all over- the country. • ^ *• - x * -
